St. Paul— Unemployed conditions 
In the Twin Cities improved during 
the past month following completing 
of harvesting throughout the N orth­ 
west, according to a report of the 
United States employment service. 
There is still a surplus of clerical 
help, the report stated. 


Atlantic City, Oct. 14.— (UP) — 
American labor has taken the lead 
in the labor movement of the world 
In formulating a new policy to meet 
the “age of super power,” according 
to President William Green and oth­ 
er leaders of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor. 
The policy was enunciated 
In a 
report of the executive committee of 
the federation approved by the con­ 
vention In session here. 
It declares 
In effect that labor must not be con­ 
tent with fighting for higher wages 
and resisting wage cuts but that it 
must gain its share of 
advantage 
from this era of power development 
and the constant substitution of me­ 
chanical for manual labor in indus­ 
try, by working for shorter hours 
and wages proportioned to the buy­ 
ing power of the dollar. 
"This action places American lab­ 
or in a most advanced position on 
wage theories," Green said after the 
measure was adopted. 
“ It may be regarded as the enun­ 
ciation of a new idea. 
"It is a position far in advance of 
any position we have taken before. 
We are on the threshold of a new 
era. 
We are in the Infancy of ‘giant 
power’.” 
A new condition is here 
and we must meet it. 
This Is our 
way of meeting It.” 
The main points In the policy as 
adopted are: 
Declaration that the best interests 
of all concerned are observed by in­ 
creasing (he quality as well as quan­ 
tity of production through the med- 
utn of high wage standards instiring 
higher standards of personal 
effici­ 
ency and bettor environment for the 
workers. 
Declaration that wage reductions 
produce unrest and fail to bring low 
production costs. 
Urges elimination of waste as the 
means of reducing gelling costs of 
the products of Industry— perm itt'ug 
lower prices and higher wages. 
The concluding paragraph of the 
measure adopted, reads: 
“Social inequality, industrial In­ 
stability and Injustice must increa-n? 
unless the workers’ real wages, the 
purchasing power of their 
wages, 
coupled with a continuing reduction 
in the number of hours making up 
the working day, are progressed in 
proportion to m an’s increasing pow­ 
er of production.” 
This paragraph, uccording to the 
labor leaders, contains the key of the 
new policy. 
Necessity for the enunciation of 
such a policy was brought 
about, 
leaders explained, by the tremendous 
development of mechanical 
substi­ 
tutes for man power, resulting in 
increased production with a decrease 
in the amount of manual labor used.

in formulating a new policy to meet 
the “age of super power,” according 
to President William Green and oth­ 
er leaders of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor. 
The policy was enunciated 
In 
a 
report of the executive committee of 
the federation approved by the con 
vent Ion in session here. 
It declares 
In effect that labor must not be con­ 
tent with fighting for higher wagej 
and resisting wage cuts but that it 
must gain its share of 
advantage 
from this era of power development 
and the constant substitution of me­ 
chanical for manual labor in Indus­ 
try, by working for shorter hours 
and wuges proportioned to the buy­ 
ing power of the dollar. 
“This action places American lab­ 
or In a most advanced position on 
wage theories," Green said after the 
measure was adopted. 
“It may be regarded as the enun­ 
ciation of a new Idea. 
“It Is a position far In advance of 
any position we have taken before. 
We are on the threshold of a new 
era. 
We are In the Infancy of ‘giant 
power’.” 
A new condition is here 
and we must meet it. 
This is our 
way of meeting it,” 
The main points in the policy as 
adopted are: 
Declaration that the best interests 
of all concerned are observed by In­ 
creasing the quality as well as quan­ 
tity of production through the med-

ency and better environment for the 
workers. 
Declaration that wage reductions 
produce unrest and fail to bring low 
production costs. 
Urges elimination of waste as the 
means of reducing selling costs of 
the products of Industry— permitt'ug 
lower prices and higher wages. 
The concluding paragraph of the 
measure adopted, reads: 
“Social inequality, industrial in­ 
stability and Injustice must increase

LABOR NOT MERELY CONTENT 
TO FIGHT FOR HIGHER WAGES 
AND BETTER CONDITIONS 


Atlantic City, Oct. 14.—-(U P) — 
American tailor ha* taken the lead 
in the labor movement of the world 
In formulating a new policy to meet 
the “age of super power," according 
to President William Green and oth­ 
er lender* of the American 
Federa­ 
tion of Labor. 
The policy wa* enunciated 
In 
a 
report of the executive committee of 
the federation approved by the con 
vent Ion In ae**lon here. 
It declare * 
In effect that labor munt not be con­ 
tent with fighting for higher wag^j 
and re*l*tlng wage cut* hut that it 
muNt gain It* share of 
advantage 
from thl* era of power development 
and th** constant *uh*tltutlon of me­ 
chanical for manual labor In indus- 
try, by working for shorter hour* 
and wage* proportioned to the buy­ 
ing power of the dollar. 
"This action place* American lab­ 
or In a most advanced position on 
wage theories," Green Held after the 
measure was adopted. 
“It may he regarded as the enun­ 
ciation of a new idea. 
"It Is a position fur in advance of 
any position we have taken before. 
We ar** on the threshold of a new 
era. 
We are In the infancy of ‘giant 
power’," 
A new condition Is here 
and we must meet it. 
This is our 
way of meeting It." 
The main points In the policy as 
adopt***! ar**: 
Declaration that the hest Interests 
of all c o n c e r n e d are observed by in­ 
creasing the quality as well as quan­ 
tity of production through the med- 
uin of high wage standards Insuring 
higher standards of personal 
effici­ 


e nc y and latter environment for the 
workers. 
Declaration that wage reductions 
produce unrest and fail to bring low 
production costs. 
Urges elimination of waste as the 
means *>f reducing selling costs of 
tile products of industry— permit Hug 
lower prices and higher wages. 
Th** concluding paragraph of the 
meaaure adopted, reads: 
"Social inequality, industrial In­ 
stability and Injustice must increase 
unless the workers' real wages, the 
purchasing power of their 
wuges, 


J coupled with ii continuing reduction 
in th** number of hours milking up 
the working day, are progressed in 
proportion to man’s increasing pow­ 
der of production.” 
This paragraph, according to the 
labor leaders, contains the key of tho 
' new policy. 
Necessity for the enunciation of 
such a policy was brought 
about, 
leaders explained, by the tremendous 
development of mechanical 
substi­ 
tutes for man power, resulting In 
increased production with a decrease 
in the amount of manual labor used. 
This would bring a condition of un­ 
employment, low wages and general 
distress In labor ranks, according lo 
the labor leaders, unless labor shares 
in the benefits which accrue, collect/! 
its part of the profits in better wages 
and shorter hours. 
John L. Lewis, president of 
the 
United Mine Workers, told the con­ 
vention of the American Federation 
of Labor today that the 
American 
people art* being lulled into a false 
sense of security regarding the fuel 
situation which is "becoming more 
and more critical.” 
The convention by a rising vote, 
endorsed the strike of the anthracite 
miners. 
Lewis said the miners are deter­ 
mined to continue their strike until 
the mine operators meet their de­ 
mands.

Hammond, former chairman of the 
federal coal commission, the news­ 
papers and civic bodies for alleged 
attempts to make the public believe 
It had nothing to fear In the coal 
situation.
